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Everest Climbers 
Describe Ascent 

3,000 People Hear Illustrated 
Lecture By Conquerors

Sir Edmund Hillary, one of the two men ever to stand 
on top of the world, addressed an audience of 3,000 in the 
Sir Arthur Currie Gymnasium last night. Sir Edmund, to- 
gether with George Lowe and Dr. Charles Evans, two other 
members of the expedition, presented an illustrated descrip- 
tion of "The Conquest of Mt. Everest." 

During the course of the evening, the audience was 
transported by means of coloured slides through all the var- 
ious phases of the assault. The highest mountain of the 
world was shown in all its 20,000 feel of grandeur with a 
humour-filled commentary to explain the intricacies of the 
climb.

The programme wnH divided 
Into three sections; Goorgo Lowe 
described the beginning of the 
venture from its start in Nepal 
to the Ice fall. This early part 
Included many beautiful pictures 
of wild flowers and Jiatural love- 
liness that characterizes the ro- 
gion. A shot of Tensing, the Sher- 
pa who accompanied Hillary to 
the summit, was greeted by en- 
thusiastic applause. 

SURGEON IIARBBR 
Dr. Charles Evans, the second 
speaker, whs described by Lowe 
ns "the brain mi ru eon who 
was therefore entrusted with 
cutting; our hair". Dr. Kvnns 
began with the problem of the 
Ice fall and the great difficulty 
It presented. He pointed out 
how tho various spots were en- 
dowed with suitable names 
such as "Hillary's Horror", 
"Atom Bomb Aren", or the 
"Nutcracker". Members of the 
nudlence gasped nl the sight or 
the steep rllffs and bottomless 
crevices thnt appeared so life- 
like on the huge screen. 
Hillary took over the descrip- 
tion where the aBsault teams wero 
cent ahead to establish the final 
camps. He related the excitement 
that followed the first assault 
which reached a point only 300 
feet beneath the final summit. 
This pnrt of the climb wbb by 
far the mont uncomfortable, with 
bitting cold, and an endless wind 
at night. 

After the last camp was esta- 
blished al 2S.O0O feet, all that re- 
mained was tho last push by Hil- 
lary and Tensing. Hillary des- 
cribed this, emphasizing the slow 
speed and the difficulty of con-

trolling the oxygen supply. When 
ho finally readied the summit, 
and the triumphant shot of Tend- 
ing holding tho flag was shown. 
It was as though every member 
of the nudlence had experienced 
a bit of tho climb himself. 

SAP PARTING 
Hillary stated simply: "We 
were very pleased to be there". 
Following (he account of the 
descent, lie ended saying, "wo 
wero going away, leaving be- 
hind n friend.". 
The lecturo wns sponsored by 
the World Adventure Tours, tho 
Arctic Institute, and McGlll Uni- 
versity. Karlier In tho day, nt n 
press conference, Hillary was 
questioned about the elxstencc of 
tho abominable snowmau, nn ani- 
mal that is said to havo been seen 
on thn Everest trip. Members of 
the group all ngreccd, Hillary 
said, thnt the snowman was in- 
deed an nnlmal, and not a super- 
natural being as some havo been 
lend to believe. He gave the rea- 
son for his climb as "I happen to 
get some fun and satisfaction out 
of It." In about four-weeks time, 
the three climbers will be back 
In Nepal, beginning the ascent of 
a neighbouring mountain.

Society Meeting

Between 500 and 600 students jammed the Union Ballroom yesterday to vote on 
a Students' Society fee raise of $2 which would go to The Daily, and a reallocation of 
Society grants which would affect a 30 cent r/lise per student for NFCUS fees. 

The first item of discussion was a continuation of the amendment for the fée raise 
which was started at a previous meeting. Ken Wright, Financial Director of SEC explain- 
ed how the Society's Budget would have to be cut in order to make up the loss, and moved 
to reconsider the $1 fee raise as being essential. 

Harvey SIgman spoke next, 
questioning tho Debating Union's 
principles, and alleging that The 
Dally had hidden $600 spent on 
room and board.

He did not need nn Iron Curtain to prevent tier- 
mans from escaping his "dictatorship." Who 
p doesn't remember that many German-born 
American cltlzoim went back to Germany, in 
18S3, after Hitler came to power? 



Furthermore the assertion thai slurp the ma- 
jority of former IMIcrJiiKcntl have adapted them- 
selves to democratic lire (undorAinerlrn-n and 
nrHlsli armed supervision), the IIIllciJiiReiiil in 
itself wasn't had, and did not lead to coiiBcqucn- 
ces Bilch as the three murders I have described, 
Is nu extremely pernicious distortion of truth. H 
can lead one to defend pornography on the 
grounds that most people won't bo affected by 
it, and to defend n free uso of drugs because 
most peoplo won't utilize them. Another Instance 
of that dangerous thinking Is comparing lidy- 
Scouls to the Iilllcrjugciit!. 

To my knowledge, Boy Scouts are not en- 
doctrinnted, arc not taught to kill, are not taught 
that they belong to a llcrrcnvolk whose duty it 
is to exterminate all "inferior" races. Similarly, 
Jtho brutalities of a few American soldiers do not 
excuse the crimes for which the world has con- 
demned Germany. Hrutnlltles aro alas inevitable 
In war. Hut the difference is that when n Can- 
adian soldier was found by his OWN ARMY to 
have murdered an old Korean woman, ho was 
sentenced to life detention by a CANADIAN mili- 
tary court. Was any S.S. trooper ever condemned 
by ills officers for assassinating .lews, or for 
•loMifrlng Allied prisoners? Finally, if German 
Immigrants to Canada become respectable citi- 
zens, it is hncauso they aro carefully selected by 
our Government and by no means' represent a 
cross-section of the German population. 

We must not lutta a whole country; we must 
not condemn n whole people; we must not seek 
revenge; we must he able to understand; we 
must at times forgive; but \VK MUST NBVEH 
FORGET.

Under the Royal Charter of McGill there arc 25 trustee Members ot* the Royal In- 
stitution for the advancement of learning. This number is composed of 21 elected members 
of the Board of Governors, 3 elected members form the Graduates Society lo serve for 
terms of 3 years each, and the principal. 



The Hoard of Governors holds 
all University property and pos- 
scbos general jurisdiction and 
final authority over the conduct 
of tho affairs of tho University. 
The Hoard makes nil , contracts 
and appointments; it establishes 
rules and regulations, nnd ap- 
points r> ot its members to rep- 
resent It on the Senate. 

This Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity is President of Hie Hoy* 
ill I list It tit Ion; he Is the chair- 
man nnd evofflelo member of 
tlte lloaril, mid also c.v-officio 
member of the Semite. 
The Hoard of Governors has 
supremo authority over the Uni- 
versity, and as such ils function 
is to deal witli administering the 
University, finding Ilia money to 
finance It, and appointing the 
leaching staff and the adminis- 
trative staff. Tlie Governors nrc 
business men, and they form the 
business end of tho University. 
Hut they serve entirely without 
pay ns Trustees. The Hoard in- 
forms the Senate of Its actions as 
the occasion demands. 

Tlie Senate i> subject to (lie 
over-nil Jurisdiction of the 
lloaril of Governors. It consists 
of the Chancellor, the I'riuclpal 
(who is clialrman) the elect- 
ed members nf i In- Itoard of 
Governors, all the Deans, the 
Group Chairmen or the Facility 
of Arts ami Science, the Ward- 
• en of I toy u I Victoria College,

Goya Exhibition 

An exhibition of two hundred and eleven original etchings by 
Francisco Goyn will be on exhibition at the Montreal Museum of 
Fine Arts from March G to April I. It is making Its North American 
debut la Montreal after asiicccssful five year tour in Kliropo. Paris 
acclaimed It as 'olio of the most powerful exhibitions of the epoch.' 

This unique collection was assembled by Andres l.aszlo, who. In 
an erfort lo complota tlio four series of etchings that Goya did in 
his lifetime. (The Caprices, The disasters of War, Hiillflghting, mid 
Proverbs), searched through eight European countries and even into 
North Africa. 

In "The Caprices" each minute detail of Goya's eighty etchings 
was destined lo vex, insult and wound his contemporaries as If they 
had been cut with the poisonous diamond powder of the Itorgias. 
This was probably lite reason why supporters of Iho academic school 
have often referred to these works as caricatures. Goya was a 
caricaturist to exactly the same extent as Voltaire, Swift, or Nlotsvho 
were humourists or pamphlctors. ■ 

In tlio second series, "The Disasters of War", arc shown the 
disasters of all wars, not only the horrors of the Napoleonic Invasion 
of Spain. This scries could easily be regarded as the most effective 
one-man peace crusade in the history of mankind. 

Tlio greatest tragedy of Goya's life occiircd when he was eighty; 
lie began to lose bis sight. This disability was augmented by bis 
paralysis and total deafness and his growing physical isolation 
manifested itself in tbeseries of dream etchings entitled ^Proverbs", 
where lie portrays phantoms ami satyrs draped in shrouds, his last 
parody on his Spanish r.onlcniporsirlc\s; The exhibition will be showing 
fora full month before moving on to New Vork.

It is a 
story of early years on the University's "second campus" by 
the Lakeshore. Fact or fiction, it is vividly descriptive, fre- 
quently accepted, and ever recurrent when conversations 
recall famed student pranks on this campus.

It a hoax, tho legend is a 
strango one, and Is widely known 
and accepted both In graduate and 
undergraduato ranks. 

If true, It describes one of the 
most tragic Incidents In tho his- 
tory or extracurricular life at Mc- 
Glll. 

For It tells how an Agriculture 
freshman lost his life in what is 
perhaps one of tho most startling 
of hazing "stunts" ever conceived 
by the colleglato mind. 

This is tho story, as most fre- 
quently told today: 

Forty years ago, a group of 
upper-year students on this cam- 
pus tied a freshman to a railroad 
siding near the College. Then they 
walled for a train to pass. 
CAREFUL PLANNING 
Tho tragic ending to tho story 
came in spite of what might Tib 
considered tho most careful of 
planning. Instigators of tho plot 
are said to have checked with rail 
road authorities and obtained the 
detailed schedule of passenger and 
freight trnlns duo on the main 
tracks throughout the day. Armed 
with this authentic Information, 
they chose the hour and the track 
best suited to their plans. 

Tho crossing at Stc. Anno dc 
Bollevuo Is, nt best, n trocherous 
one. Canada's two natlonnl rail- 
ways run side by side, paralleling 
tho highway with main tracks and 
sidings. Along most of the stretch 
there nro six or moro parallel 
tracks. The railroad curves shar- 
ply out beyond Ste. Annes. To- 
wards Montreal, It is a straight 
run alongside tho highway. In 
cither direction, there would be 
plenty or warning If a train were 
on the way. But It would bo an 
Impossible task for someone un- 
familiar with railroad switch- 
lights to predict on which track 
tho approaching locomotive wns 
due. 

FOKTV YEARS FAST 
For tho obstinate freshman be- 
ing based forty years ago, being 
tied to tho tracks was to bo the 



final test. It was a drastic one, 
but apparently ho had caused up- 
per-year men's residence hasers 
considerable concert. 

Ho needed a good fright. 
It was decided to tio him across 
tho tract NEXT TO the one on 
which tho locomotive was due. 

Tho ono factor the hazerB 
couldn't know was that their vic- 
tim had a weak heart. The freight 
train passed four feet to the side 
or him, as scheduled, but ho failed 
to survive tho ordeal. 

That was forty years ago, more 
or less. But, names and dates for- 
gotten, tho legend remains, likely 
to bo revived whenever annual 
freslimnn hazing Is discussed or 
any time tho railroad right-of- 
way that splits this campus is 
crossed.

(Continued from Pago '2) 
tho development or curriculum 
and courses of study. It establish- 
es and grants all degrees; it pos 
sesses appellate Jurisdiction over 
all decisions of a faculty council 
or commlttco concerning courses 
of study and academic activities; 
It makes representations, through 
tho Principal, to the Board of 
Governors touching any claims 
and needs of tho University; nnd 
It exercises general disciplinary 
authority over tho student body, 

The Senate submits n regular 
monthly report to the Board of 
Governors for Its approval. On 
tiie other hand, routine busi- 
ness of the Senate is not report- 
ed to tho Board monthly. There 
nro rules and regulations gov- 
erning these things. 

The University is therefore 
run in this way: Tho Board ot 
Governors holds tho reins of ad 
mislstratiou and looks after the 
financing of* tho University. Tho 
Senate, on tho other hand, deal 
with academic work. Tbe Prlncl 
pal Bnd Vlco-Chnncellor coordin 
ates tho activities or these two 
major bodies to bring about tho 
erricicnt running or McGill Uni 
versity.

Modern Banco has broken 
nway from tho prescribed nnd 
limited techniques of ballet.

anient skill alone. Classical 
form nnd design have boon laid 
aside and attention is being 
focussod on sincere Instinctive 
expression. This bus not pro- 
iluccil movement which Is dis- 
connected, lingular, or gro.
